order to cater to their ambition.

costs 
money to liv e in the national capital, to 
wear good clothes, Jiv e in a line hou se, 
keep a carriage, hire a nu mber of serv ants, 
giv e dinners and keep u p with the proces­ 
sion.

hero as senator or later » is president. That 
austere manner which marked him in 
those y ears lias disappeared.

1 met General Harrison at dinner one 
night, and the subject of bosses and boss- 
ism came up for discussion. 
"4 hav e nev er believ ed in one man rule 
in a party ," said the former president. "1 
may say with the utmost frankness that 
during all the y ears in which it was gen­ 
erally supposed I was the head of the Re­ 
publican party in my state 1 nev er as 
sumed to dictate what nominations were 
to be made in state or congressional con 
v entions. 
AH such things 1 left to the 
people themselv es without the slightest at 
tempt to dictate or adv ise on my part. Of 
course in ev ery state a political party 
must hav e a leader, but 1 do not believ e 
in the sort of leadership which rules ev ­ 
ery body and ev ery thing, which takes com­ 
pílete control of all the affairs of the party , 
sets up and knocks down men at will and 
leav es nothing whatev er to the v oters and 
the local leaders. 
Men who know the 
well tell me he is us happy as any man 
can be. 
He appears to hav e no thirst for 
a renewal of power, none uf that unrest 
which, according to the popular tradition, 
is alway s found in those who hav e t cou- 
ptied the highest office in the nation. What 
to do w ith ex -presidents, therefore, appears 
to be largely a matter of temperament. 
When they hav e the fortunate tempera­ 
ment of General Harrison, they take care 
of themselv es.

The Slijmcrmper Considered as » I>eTlr# 
Ft« r Sttriii); L» b or. 
In the tall b u ilding it is emphatically 
“ a condition, not a theory,” that con­ 
fronts iis. The many storied oflice b u ild­ 
ing is a necessary prinhict of certain 
economic factors which have operated in 
spite of the arrhiteots, and moro intense­ 
ly in the United States than elsewhere. 
This is w hat has made it sti pecnliarly 
an American produ ct. Of these « 'oonom- 
ic factors the cost of land, so common­ 
ly alle^ii'd as the controlling one, has 
really b een the least important. 
Land 
in parts of Paris and London is as cost­ 
ly as in Nt'W Vork and Chicago, b u t the 
15 story oflice b u ilding has never come 
into vogu e there, while, on the other 
hand, b u ildings of 10 or 12 stories are 
iiot u ncommon in American cities of the 
second and third rank, where land is 
relatively cheap. 
Tho cau sa cau sans of 
the skyscraping monstrosity is to b e 
sou ght in the drive and hu rry of Aniei- 
ican b u siness life, and in the accom­ 
panying American projH'nsity to save 
time and lab or. 
The skyscraper is a 
hu ge lab or sa> ing and time saving de­ 
vice. 
Kiicli b u ilding is almost a complete 
city, often cou iprÍHÍng within its walls 
b anks and insmanoe ofiic^s, postof^ice 
and telegraph office, b u siness exchanges, 
restau rants, clu b rooins and nhops.

the sixti'ju th story or drops him with 
b reathless speed to the b asement is a 
produ ct of this same American haste 
and economy, and w ithou t the elevator 
the tall office b u ilding wou ld b e an im ­ 
possib ility. 
It is the triu m phant su c­ 
cess of the skyscratKT as u time saving 
invention which has made it so con­ 
spicu ou s and insistíMit an element in oiir 
American arcliitei lu re. — JCngineering

The one 
owned b y James Coltin exhib its most 
remarkab le featu res. 
This w’ell is 120 
feet deep and was du g lo years ago. 
The first 20 feet was hardp.in and tho 
rest (ioarse gravel. 
Before a rainstorm the wind b lows 
ou t of this w< 11 with great torco, niu k- 
iiig a roaring so'nid that can l>e hoard a 
long distance. 
The wind is so hot. tliat 
w ater placed on the cover of the v.’^dl 
v’ill b oil. The wind b lows ou t only b e­ 
fare a storm, and the severity and !u - 
ration of the storm are always in exai*t 
proportion to the fi» rce of this cu rr ent 
and its du ration b <'lore the storm c<» m- 
mences. 
It is therefore an accu rate and 
tru stworthy b arometer, or vice versa, 
with equ al accu racy, b u t remains « ju iet 
in settled weather. 
In w inter a cu rrent of air is drawn 
in b efor« ' a change of weather ju st as 
forcib ly as it b hnvs ou t in hot weather. 
This cu rrent will freeze the w ater 12U 
feet from the su rface of the earth as 
(ju ickly as it wou ld at the su rface, and, 
thou gh many att(*inpts have b een made 
to u se a pu mp in the well, they ha\e 
all failed, and a nu mb er of pu ni})s of 
different makes have b een destroyed b y 
the water freezing and b u rsting the 
cylinders and pipes. 
The other five wells, which resemb le 
this one in many respects, are all Ifxu it- 
ed w ithin the radiu s of ab ou t one mil« * 
and vary in depth from 180 to KiO feet. 
All sorts of theories have b een ad­ 
vanced concerning an u ndergrou nd pas­ 
sage, b u t no ou tlet has ever b een discov­ 
ered, and if there Is one it mnst b e a 
great distance away in order to foretell 
the approach of storms so long a time 
in advance.— Philadelphia Record

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One morning in the year 1863 ns the 
English brig Fair Hope was to the east 
tf the island of Ceylon, bound for the 
strait of Malacca, a man who had been 
sent aloft hailed the deck with the in­ 
formation that a monster shark was ly­ 
ing alongside. 
The craft had high bul­ 
warks, and the fish might not have been 
seen but for the man going aloft as he 
did. Tliis was the first authentic meet­ 
ing with a shark which afterward took 
the name of the “ Demon of the Sea.” 
About eight feet back of the head was 
a lump the size of a water pail, and this 
excrescence was milk white in color. 
It was no doubt tin result of an injury 
and was a mark by which the shark was 
known for several years after. 
It is t bo custom aboard of a merchant 
rcssel when a shark appears alongside 
and the work aboard is not pressing to 
give the men a chance to destroy their 
enemy. 
In this instance, owing to the 
unusual size of the fish, the captain was 
anxious to make a capture and carry 
the specimen into Singapore. 
Hooks 
were got out and baited, and for two 
hours they tried all sorts of tricks to in­ 
duce the monster to take hold. 
He was 
very wary, however, and refused to bite. 
There was an old harpoon aboard, and 
when it was seer, that the fish could not 
be captured alive the carpenter got out 
the irons and tried to harpoon him. 
In 
the effort he fell overboard, and the 
shark seized him and disappeared so 
quickly that the dozen men who w it­ 
nessed the affair could scarcely believe 
lhey saw aright. The incident was re­ 
corded in the log and reference was 
made to it in Lloyd’s Register for the 
first week in September of the year 
named. 
So far as is known this sailor 
from the Fair Hope was the first white 
man who fell a victim to the demon, 
but others were to follow in quick suc­ 
cession. 
Three days lat* r and 100 miles to the 
south of Ceylci 
the American ship 
J ames F. iiradwcll, tea laden, was 
caught in a calm which lasted for six 
hours. 
O f a sudden men who were 
working in the rigging discovered the 
big shark alongside. 
He was at first 
taken for a small whale, and great was 
the amazement when it was known that 
he belonged to the man eating species. 
As in the other case, it was determined 
to capture him alive, and the men put 
in three hours’ work seeking to tempt 
him with pork and beef. The big fellow 
simply refused t > take the honk, and 
his actions were so sluggish that it was 
at last believed he was almost dead. 
A 
boat was lowered in hopes that a noose 
might be slipped over his tail, and it 
was while the man with the rope was 
trying to perform this feat that a trag­ 
edy occurred. H * was bending over the 
bows of the boat when he lost his hold 
and plunged into the water. W ithlight- 
uinglike swiftness the shark turned and 
seized him, dived under the keel of tlie 
ship and was seen no more. 
Five men 
were close at hand when the shark grab­ 
bed the man, and they were unanimous 
in declaring that the victim was bolted 
dovn as if he had been a five pound 
pieoo of pork. 
That incident was also 
recorded in the log, and thus made 
authentic, but 1 do not think it was 
ever published. 
1 got it personally 15 
years later from 
the captain of the 
Bradwell. 
The third appearance of the demon, 
so far as the record goes, was about two 
weeks later, and in the bay of Bengal, 
many hundreds of miles distant. 
An 
English whaling ship named the Two 
{Sisters was lying off the Andaman is 
lands at anchor while making some re 
pairs aloft. 
At 10 o’clock in the fore­ 
noon, without the fin of a shark having 
been seen, the demon suddenly rose 
alongside and lay waiting for his prey 
Everybody was astonished at his size, 
but as the repairs were urgent the men 
were not allowed to knock off to effect 
his capture. They did call to three fish 
ermeu, however, who were in a boat 
near at hand, and the natives responded. 
The shark played his old game and 
appeared t > be scarcely able to move, 
and the idea of the men was to noose 
him and tow him ashore. No sooner had 
they rounded the stern of the whaler 
and taken a rope from one of the sailors 
than the demon turned and made for 
the boat. 
The native craft was a frail 
affair, used only for fishing on the reefs, 
and the shark struck it head 
Oil and 
stove a great hole in tbo side. 
Ropes 
were thrown to the men floundering in 
the water, but only one of them was 
safely hauled aboard the whaler. 
One 
was seized and bolted down, and a see 
ond, who hung to the ship’s rudder, 
was picked off a moment later. 
What 
ever came handy was hurled overboard 
to frighten the shark away from his see 
ond victim, but he could not be turned 
aside. This incident was not lugged, as 
if did not concern the ship, hut was 
published at length in the Bombay pa 
purs later on. 
For the next three months there is no 
record of the shark’s doings, though he 
might have secured many victims from 
native craft and the incidents escape 
public notice. 
Early in the year 1864 
the bark Speedwell, bound from China 
to her home port of Philadelphia, had 
just cleared Acheen bead, at the en 
trance to the strait of Malacca, when a 
sudden squall carried away her main 
arid fore topmasts and several of hei 
sails. 
This was early in the morning 
and while the crew were 
repairing 
damages and the ship proceeding on her 
voyage the big shark came up astern 
and took up a position on the port side 
and only about 20 feet away His length 
was carefully measured by the officers 
and recorded at 38 feet 8 inches 
Ht 
had been heard of through the papers, 
and the crew were warned to 
be careful 
in their work aloft. 
In hopes to drive

Captain 
Taylor 
brought out a heavy shotgun and fir*<i 
charges of buckshot into him at 
sh o rt 
range. 
The leaden missiles mu-t have 
penetrated to some extent, a* the demon 


fave a sudden dart and disappeared for 
a time, but five minutes later he was 
back in h is old position. 
He was thus 
fired upon and driven away three 
su c­ 
cessiv e times, but when h e came back

to th e su rface, h e shot his full length 
o u t of w a te r, and the men uttered a 
c h e e r to ei co n ro g t him, and the life 
p resei 
r w a s c u t a w a y . The man had 
just g rasp ed li when the s h a r k seized 
him i y th e leg s, and those who wero 
looking saw lu th man and the life pro* 
s e iv ir dis a } p e a r in the muwof the mon- 
-ter. 
E a te r on fragments of tin 
flo at 
awe to the surface, but nothing fur* 
» her w ¡is seen of the shark. The incident 
was h gged and duly reported in New 
York. 
9 
N e w s of strange things at sea passes 
a b o u t in maritime circles with wonder­ 
ful celerity 
The various adventures 
w 11ii th e demon were soon known far 
and w ide , and every craft sailing for 
India or China kept a sharp lookout for 
him. 
If he was seen between J anuary 
and April, 1864, there is no record of 
it, but on the loth day of the latter 
mouth, when 1 left the port of St. Luis, 
in the is la n d of Mauritius, bound for 
Bombay, in the brig Charleston, the 
monster appeared alongside before we 
were 50 miles out of port. This was the 
first time he had been seen so far to th» ' 
south an 1 w a s a distance of 
8 ,0 0 0 miles 
fr< .n the sp o t \i h» re he had snapiVd up 
his last man. 
The demon appeared to 
us suddenly, i - in all ether coses. When 
sli. rks are around, their dorsal tins can 
he seen cutting the watt» : here and there, 
and they seldom come near a moving 
t ralt. The first thing w e knew the mon­ 
ster was running with the ship, and so 
close hie ( ue could have touched him 
with i. ten loot pole. 
Wo measured his 
length by the rail, and then a tapeliue 
gave us exactly 88 feet 8 inches. 
The 
only w e a p o n s aboard were two navv re­ 
volvers, a n d the captain took one and i 
the other, and wo tired 
12 bullets fair 
into the body of the fish. 
I am telling 
you the plain truth when I say that ho 
did not swerve an inch or seem to feel 
the slightest pain. The bullets certainly 
wont into him, but when an ordinary 
shark can have two or three feet cut off 
his tail and still continue to swim about 
unconcernedly there isn’t much hope of 
pistol bullets ending his life. 
Knowing that the presence of the de­ 
mon meant a horrible death to any man 
who fell overboard, the word was passed 
for every one to be very careful of him­ 
self while aloft. 
The shark picked us 
up of a Tuesday morning at 10 o’clock. 
We had a fair wind for the north, and 
up to Friday afternoon at 2 o’clock he 
had not secured a victim. 
No matter 
whether the breeze was strong or weak, 
whether it was daylight or darkness, 
the demon 
kept his place alongside. 
We tried him with baited hooks, we 
stuffed an old suit of clothes and threw 
the figure overboard, we put more bul­ 
lets into him and work* d all sorts of 
schemes to drive him off, but it was not 
to be done. 
If he sheered off at some 
demonstration, it was to return aft after 
a moment and take up his old position. 
His presence was such a menace and 
peril that all felt uncomfortable and 
nervous, and by order of the captain 
the men were kept out of the rigging 
except when it became positively neces­ 
sary to go aloft. 
When Friday came 
and no accident had happened, we be­ 
gan to take heart and hoped to see the 
demon leave us. 
In all those days and 
nights he had eaten nothing, and bo easy 
was it for him to keep pace with us that 
one might watch for an hour and not 
notice a movement of his tail. 
While 
we were hoping that hunger and the 
long swim had al^out exhausted him the 
cook got upon the rail on the opposite 
side from the shark to draw a pail of 
water. 
A sudden lurch of the ship sent 
him overboard. I happened to be watch­ 
ing the shark at the same moment. 
With the quickness (if thought ho wac 
gone from under my eyes, and, passing 
under the brig, he seized the cook bo 
foro the latter had time to cry out and 
I * foro a man hud advanced to the rail. 
Four or five sailors got there just in 
time to see the victim disappear, and us 
th e r e was no tinge of blood on the mh 
tt r they could well declare that the 
s h a r k had swallowed him whole 
A month later, 800 miles to the east 
ward of Mauritius, the demon arose 
alongside the Scotch whaler Albatross 
and followed her two days and got a 
man who ft li from the bowsprit. Three 
months later, to the south of Madagas­ 
car, he gut a man from a Boston ship 
called the White Wave. 
During the 
f-arne year, when the English ship < up* 
Horn was wrecked off Caj>e Town and 
some of the crew took to a raft, the big 
shark followed the raft for seven days 
and nights and devoured nine different 
rnen who fell or leaped into the sea. In 
1865 the demon cruised in the route of 
ships between Cape Tow n and Australia 
and was seen a dozen times 
In 1866 he 
w as back in the bay of Bengal. The hist 
seen of him was ott the Lakadivc islands 
in the Arabian sea. 
He arose alongside 
of an English gunboat one afternoon, 
and, after faking his measure, one of 
the guns was loaded 
with shell and 
trained to bear on him. Wht n the smoke 
cleared away, the shark could no lunger 
be seen, and as he was never met 
with 
afterward by any craft which made a 
record of the circumstance it may be 
safely argued that he was put out of the 
way for good and all
